Buenos A yres, dated tho 28th A pril. 
It 
Rivcs some account o f the Buenos A yrean 
force in the Nortli, in consequence o f which 
a great num ber of assassinations estim ated 
at two to.thrco hundred, had taken place in 
the city o f Buenos A yres. 
T h e atrocities 
committed hy the F ederalists against the 
U nitarians, or central party, are alm ost in­ 
credible. 
On the night o f the 11th o f A pril, 
the anniversary o f G eneral R osas’ in stalla­ 
tion, they com m enced the w ork o f butchery 
and cut the throats o f all the U nitarians 
they met in the streets, and throw th eir bo­ 
dies in a cart to be taken out of tho city. 
T he Jo u rn al’s correspondent says: 
T hey w ere at first prow ling about tho 
•streets during tlic niglit in parties o f from 
three to ten, som etim es attended by a police 
cart and sometimes on lior.scback. 
If they met any o f tliosc tlicy w ere look­ 
ing for in the streets, they put an end to 
them at once, by cutting th eir throats and 
throwing tlieir bodies into tlio cart, w hich 
took them out of the city . 
I f they did not 
meet them in tho streets; they would take 
tliem out o f llicir houses. 
In two instances 
respectable persons w ere killed in presence 
o f their families, w hile silting in th eir en­ 
tries. 
In other case.s, when they bad no 
cart, they trailed the bodies on the ground 
with tho lasso, after their hor.scs. 
In others 
they placed their victim s on the horses a- 
live, and took them a m ile out of the city & 
there despatched their bodies into ditches, 
<M- pits, sometimes leaving them in the open 
fields. 
Some were taken alive to the. bar- 
racks and there despatched; but none, that 
I heard of, were taken to tho iioliee. 
N either the police nor any of the govern­ 
m ent authorities to<.)k tho least notice of 
lhe.se act.s, which w ere afterw ards coinm i'- 
led in o|)en day and on all classes o f citi­ 
zens from tho w ealthiest m erchants down to 
the ])oorcst m echanics. 
On the m orning o f the 13th, tho heads of 
two persons worn found hanging in the prin- 
<-ipal public beef m arket, having had bine 
ribbons draw n through the no.strils. 
M any o f these .assassinations w ere act.s of 
private vengeance; an d it was not till others 
Iiad been killed, bc.sides cent ral i.sts th at the 
authorities interfered. 
T hese proceedings have been en tirely a- 
m ong the natives them.selves— the rights 
and properties o f foreigners have been ros- 
)ieeted. 
T he U nitarians w ere Escaping to Montevi- 
di'o and I lscw h erc,asin an y o flh ein asconld. 
th h ers w ere seeking such protection as 
they could get from fitreigners in tho city, 
hv secreting them.selves in their hou.ses. 
Ko.sas had i.ssiied a decree disapproving of 
these atrocities.— M obile Ledger.
